SENATE PASSES BILL TO ABOL- 


ISH DEATH PENALTY. 


The Agricultural Schedule 


Now Considered. 


"Washington, Jan. 6.—Secretary Her- 


bert lias transmitted to congress hla 
reply to a provision in the Jast naval ap- 
propriation bill directing fcim to exam- 
ne into the actual, cost of armor plate 
'I 'iref aaojaq ssaiSuoo ov-.3Jods.ipuu 
1P97, and. to make no contract for armor 
plate for" the vessels authorized by .that 
act untlL after the report was made to 
congress.. This provision of the bill grew 
out of a heated debate in the house and 
senate, In which the main 'contention 
~\\~;LS that the government was payng too 
much, tor armor plates.- The report Is a 
very important, and in many respects, a 
sensational document. The present cost 
of armor Is $683 per ton. Hr. Herbert's 
conclusion is that the cost of material 
and labor is 5198.70, and atlowing for the 
cost oE maintaining the plant and the 
nickel now furnished by the government 
and 60 per cent profit 'to the companies, 
the net cost to the government would be 
In round numbers' ?400^per. ton. 
The 


Carnegie and Bethlehem companies have 
both expressed a desire to sell out their 
plants to the government. .. 


Secretary Herbert, in his reply to con- 


gress, explains the methods of Investiga- 
tion he pursued and the difficulties' which 
beset him. Both the Carnegie and Beth- 
lehem companies declined last.spring to 
give the Information, on the ground that 
they were not obliged to give to the pub- 
lic the secrets of their business, a posi- 
tion to which Mr. Herbert took excep- 
tion on the ground thiit the government 
had bound Itself not to buy armor plate 
abroad, and therefore was entitled to 
liiiow whether the piices 'charged were 
reasonable: 
!' 


The Carnegie and Bethlehem com- 


panies made statements of the cost of 
producing armor, which" are. severely 
criticised by the secretary. Government 
experts do not sustain the:cost both 
companies claim for fthe erection and 
maintenance of their plants. 
" ." , ' . 


The necrctary further states that there 


was an agreement between the two com- 
panies to divide the1 work of making 
armor plate, and that [European govern- 
ments got the same j plate" from these 
companies .much cheaper .than we did. 
Both1 companies have' already been re- 
"pald.the cost'of their plants. •'. 


It is apparent from. Secretary Her- 


bert's statement that, these companies 
have 'been making enormous profits. It 
la recommended that congress fix a price 
fur armor plate, which would give the 
maker a profit of SoO a!' ton, which would 
save the government $500,000 on each 
warship built. If thesej companies should 
refuse to make 'contracts at the price 
fixed by congress, the secretary recom- 
mends that armor plants be erected or 
bought or leased.. If this were done bet-, 
ter ranults would be obtained.

Washington, Jan. 6.—The senate passed 
Che house bill abolishing- the death pen-, 
s-ity In a large number of '-ases. The 
measure is in the line of recent state law's 
abolishing capital punishment, and ap- 
plies the same principle to federal of- 
fenses, although the change is not ex- 
ttnded to ioc.il abolition of the death 
penalty. The present laws, which have 
borne down from colonial times, have a 
sanguinary aspect, and prescribe death 
for 60 offenses of various characters. 
The bill passed reduces these offenses to 
five, namely, treason, rape, murder, and 
two offenses applicable to the army and 
navy. In all other offenses hard labor 
for 50 years is substituted for the maxi- 
ruum punishment, and even In cases of 
murder and rape hard labor may be sub- 
stituted if the jury states in its verdict 
"without capital punishment." As the 
bill has passed the house after a Ions 
crusade by Representative CurL-'i of 
New York, and is amended but slightly 
liy the senate, It Is likely lo go .to the 
president when the minor disagreements 
are arranged in conference. 


During the day Mr. Call (Dem. Fla.) 


Introduced resolutions calling lor infor- 
mation as to the condemnation of Julio 
Sanguilly at Havana, to life imprison- 
ment, and also directing the secretary of 
state to demand Sanguiily's immediate 
release. Mr. Peffer (Pojp. Kans.) deliv- 
ered a lengthy speech fn support of his 
resolution for a national commission. 


The house entered upon its work Im- 


mediately after reassembling yesterday 
by taking up the Loud bill to amend the 
laws relating to second-class mall mat- 
ter. The whole, day was devoted to 
general debate on the measure under a 
Bpecial order, which will bring the bill 
to a vote this afternoon at 4 p. m. The 
general provisions of the bill are pretty 
well understood. 
Its principal fea- 


tures are the denial to the malls of 
serial book publications at 1-cent per 
pound rates and the stoppage of the 
newspaper sample copy privilege. Mr. 
Loud of California, the author of the 
bill, is its champion on the floor, and 
Mr. Quig-g of New York has charge of 
the opposition. Those -who took part 
in the debate yesterday were Messrs. 
Kyle (Dem.. Miss.), Burton (Rep., OJ, 
Kromwell (Rep., O.), and Odden (Dem.; 
La.) In favor of the bill, and Messrs. 
Qulgg (Rep., N. T.), Johnson 
(Rep.. 


Cal.), and .Cummiass (Dem. N. T.) 
against it. 


Mr. Kyle (Dem., Hiss.) followed Mr. 


Quigg in advocacy of the measure. He 
said he was unwilling to differ In such 
a case as this -with the judgment of 
.successive F postmaster generals -who 
Lad studied, the abuses of the present 
law. and each of whom had 
recom- 


mended some measure for their correc- 
tion. 


Mr. Burton (Rep., O.) also supported 


the bill. 


Mr. Johnson (Rep., Cal.) 
made 
a 


characteristic speech in opposition to 
the bill, ridiculing Mr. Loud's state- 
ment that the bill would effect a saving 
of 540,000,000 annually, and scoring the 
arguments of other advocates of the 
measure. The cheap distribution of the 
English classics, he said, would out- 
weigh all the injury that could be done 
by the dissemination of bad books. If 
people wanted bad books they would 
pet them. He did not care, he said. If 
i t did cost $185 to send a letter to Alaska. 
If there was an American citizen in 
Alaska the government should get his 
mail to him at any cost. He said that 
every country newspaper 
and every 


cheap magazine in the country was op- 
posed to the pending bill.

The de'a'tli occurred at the general's 


house, 237 Beaccn street, shortly before 
1 o'clock yesterday morning. Apoplexy 
is given c.s the cause. Mrs. Walker, her 
two daughters a.nd 'a son were at home 
at the time, but two of the sons were 
away c.t school. 


Up to the time of his death the general 


appeared In usual good health. 
He 


spent the "evening at home, playing 
gii'mcs with his' f amila. and retired at 
the usual holir. About 12 o'clock he was 
heard by Ills son "breathing heavily, and 
before a doctor could be summoned the 
general was dead. 


It was probably as an educator that 


General Walker was best known to the 
present generation. As the head of the 
Institute of Technology he 
was, of 


course, In a position of great promi- 
nence-'In educational'circles, whlcli'posl- 
tlon lie filled with the greatest possible 
.efficiency. He was particularly Inter- 
ested In the mechanical work which, 
furmn so large a part of the course of 
instruction, at the Institute, and It la 
considered that it will be Impossible to 
replace him. 


Hon. Frank A. Hill, "secretary of the 


state board of education,'and who is also 
a member of the corporation of the In- 
stitute of Technology, said yesterday 
that the news of the death of General 
Walker came to him like a personal be- 
reavement. 


A Briive Soldier. 


As a soldier, .the record of General 


Walker was a brilliant one. He was be- 
loved by his comrades; honored and es- 
teemyd for his efficiency, and bravery, 
and was considered one of .the best ad- 
jutant generals serving with the Army 
of the Potomac.. He went to the war 
with the Fifteenth Massachusetts, and 
was early appointed as an assistant ad- 
jutant general. In 1SG3 he was promoted 
to tho post of adjutant general of tho 
Second Army coi-ps, and from that time

which he bore at the time of. hia death. 
At Cliancellorsville he was wounded, 
and at Kcams Station, while carrying 
dispatches across a part of the field 
which was In the possession 
of the 


enemy, he was taken'prisoner. HeTvas 
sent with a party of other prisoners 
who were on their way to Richmond, 
but on the march there ^he managed to 
make his escape. He swam the Ap- 
pomattox at night in his attempt to re- 
jOin the Union forces, but before he 
could reach the lines he:again fell Into 
tiie hands of the enemy. The second 
time he did not escape, and he was 
finally exchanged. 


On all'sldes deepest expression of re- 


gret are expressed on the death of such 
an able and public spirited citizen as 
General Walker. Among many others 
who have given voice to their sorrow 
are Mayor Quincy of'Boston, President 
Scth Low of Columbia university, Con- 
gressmen Walker and GlUett, Senator 
Hoar and numerous educators through- 
out the country. All unite "In aaylng 
that General "Walker's, death-Is a great 
loss, not only to Boston and Massa- 
chusetts, but to the country at large.

Washington, Jan. 6.—The araate passed 
the house bill abolishing the death pen- 
Rity.In a. large number of r:ases. The 
measure is in the lire of recent state laws 
abolishing capital punishment, and ap- 
plies the same .principle to federal of- 
fenses, although the change Is not ex- 
ttnded to lot.U abolition of the death 
penalty. The present laws, which have 
tome down from colonial times, have a 
sanguinary aspect, and prescribe death 
for 60 offenses of various characters. 
The bill passed reduces these offenses to 
five, namely, treason, rape, murder, and 
two offenses applicable to the army and 
navy. In all other offenses hard labor 
for 50 years is substituted for the maxi- 
mum punishment, and even In cases of 
murder and rape hard labor may be sub- 
stituted If the jury states in Its verdict 
"without capital punishment." 
As the 


bill has passed the house after a long 
crusade by Representative Curtis of 
New York, and Is amended but slightly 
liv the senate, It Is'likely lo go to the 
president when the minor disagreements 
are arranged in conference. 


During the day Mr. Call (Dem. Fla.) 


Introduced resolutions calling for infor- 
mation as to the condemnation of Julio 
Eanguilly at Havana, to life Imprison- 
ment, and also directing the secretary of 
state to demand Sangullly's immediate 
release. Mr. Peffer (Poj>. Kans.) deliv- 
ered a lengthy speech IB support of his 
resolution for a national commission.. 


The house entered upon.Us work Im- 


mediately after reassembling yesterday 
by taking up the LcTid bill to amend the 
laws relating to second-class mall mat- 
ter. The whole day was devoted to 
general debate on the measure under a 
special order, which will bring the bill 
to a vote this afternoon at 4 p. m. The 
general provisions of the bill are pretty 
well understood. 
Its principal fea- 


tures are the denial to the malls of 
serial book publications at 1-cent per 
pound rates and the stoppage of the 
newspaper sample copy privilege. Mr. 
Loud of California, the author of the 
bill, is its champion on the floor, and 
Mr. Qulgg of New York has charge of 
the opposition. Those who took part 
In the debate yesterday were Messrs. 
Kyle (Dem., Miss.), Burton (Rep., O.), 
Itromwell (Rep., O.), and Odden (Dem., 
La.) in favor of the bill, and Messrs. 
Qulgg (Rep., X. Y.), Johnson (Hep., 
CaU, and Cummlngs (Dem. N. Y.) 
against it. 


Mr. Kyle (Dem.. Miss.) followed Mr.- 


Qulgff In advocacy of the measure. He 
said he was unwilling to differ in such 
a case 
B.S this with the judgment of 


successive postmaster 
generals who 


bad studied the abuses of the present 
law, and each of whom had 
recom- 


mended some measure for their correc- 
tion. 


Mr. Burton (Rep., O.) also supported 


the bill. 


Mr. Johnson (Rep., Cal.) 
made 
a 


characteristic speech hi opposition to 
the bill, ridiculing Mr'. Loud's state- 
ment that the bill would effect a saving 
of $40,000,000 annually, and scoring the 
arguments of other advocates of the 
measure. The cheap distribution of the 
English classics, he said, would out- 
v,-elgh all the injury that could be done 
by the dissemination of bad books.. If 
people wanted bad hooks they would 
set them. He did not care, he said, if 
i t did cost S1S5 to send a letter to Alaska. 
If. there was an American citizen in 
Alaska the government should set his 
mail to him at any cost. He said that 
every country newspaper and every 
clieap magazine In'the country was op- 
posed to the pending bill.

tlou of I/aw Changed to Imprisonment. 
Augusta, M*., Jan. 6. — The annual 


nfeeting of .thfr Maine Sportsman's .as- 
•oclation was held at the state house 
yesterday afternoon to elect officers and 
consider, the presentation to the incom- 
ing legislature of new measures 
In- 


tended for the better protection of the 
state's flsh -and game Interests. Some 
very Important changes In the game 
laws ha v'e'beeri suggested, and the meet- 
ing was looked forward to with con- 
siderable. interest. 


President P. O. VIckery of Augusta 


called the meeting to order shortly after 
2:30, and in his remarks announced that 
21S new members had been admitted to 
the' association during the year. He 
commended the excellent work of the 
flsh and game commissioners during the 
year, and congratulated the members on 
the good work the' -association had ac- 
complished. 


Secretary B."C. Farrlngton read his 


annual report and advocated changes 
in the laws for the better protection of 
moose and caribou. 


Treasurer W." Scott Choate of Au- 


gusta reported that the receipts for the 
yc-nr we're "?B03. 60 and the expenditures 
J2S6.57, leaving a balance in thft treas- 
ury of 5317.57. 


Officers were then elected as follows; 


President, Hon. P. O. Vlcekry of Au- 
gusta; vice presidents, Hon. C. A. Mars- 
ton, Skowhegan; A. M. Spear, Gardiner: 
Hon. E. :C. Burleigh, Augusta; Hon. W.

more than 90 days, fines being abolished 
and Imprisonment absolute. The moose 
and caribou, he said, are being rapidly 
exterminated, and some measures must 
be taken to save them. The committee 
advised that the open time on moose 
and caribou should be one month from 
Oct. 15 to Nov. 15, and that the keepers 
of hunting camps should be licensed 
and give bonds that they will not vio- 
late the laws. 


Duck and partridge shooting, the com- 


mittee thought, should begin Sept. 15, 
and residents of the s_tate should not 
he allowed to take carcasses out of the 
state; non-residents should "not be al- 
lowed to take a carcass out of Maine, 
unless shot . by themselves; visitlnp 
sportsmen should j^y $25 for the privi- 
lege of huntlnr moose and caribou. . 


After the several propositions of the 


committee were discussed the meeting 
voted to recommend all of them to tha 
legislature with the exception of the one 
charging visiting sportsmen $25 for a 
license to shoot moose and caribou. 


The asoclatlon' voted to ask the leg- 


islature for an appropriation of $75,000 
to carry on the work of prorogating and 
protecting the flsh and game interests of 
the state.
